GERMANS WENT 


CAIRO, Monday.—Mobile columns 
of the Eighth Army—light tanks, 
armoured cars and _ motorised 
infantry—are to-night pursuing 
Marshal Rommel’s forces in their 
rapid retreat from El Agheila. It is 
not yet known how far west the 
Germans have gone, nor whether 
they have been able to build defences 
between El Agheila and Misurata, 
some 300 miles further west. 

It is likely that Marshal Rommel 
has left small covering forces and 
mine-laying parties to try to impede 
the Allied advance. 

Marshal Rommel is believed to 
have retreated earlier than he had 
intended, as it was obviously his 
plan to delay General Montgomery’s 
advance as long as possible, says 
the Press Association. Packing all 
the infantry he could into lorries, 
he pulled out under cover of dark- 
ness without offering serious resist- 
ance. 

It is apparent Rommel has already 
withdrawn a fair distance from El 
Agheila His withdrawal may pos- 
sibly develop into a race for the 
wadis, says Reuter. 

Allied ‘planes are bombing and 
machine-gunning the Afrika Korps, 
which is itself receiving little air 
support. Axis fighters tried twice 
to ward off the Allied raiders, but 
in two epgagements alone yesterday 
six 109’s were shot down and two 
others damaged. The Luftwaffe 
thereupon appears to have given up 
the attempt to help the land troops, 

The Axis positions were subjected 
to unceasing attack by the R.A.F., 
whose tactics were almost a complete 
replica of those used so successfully 
at El Alamein. Kittyhawks of the 
R.A.F. and the U.S. and Australian 
Air Forces bombed targets from as 
low as 100 feet, while Spitfires fol- 
lowed up in swoops on German trans- 
port. 


RECORD IN SORTIES 


The Axis fighter force withdrew to 
Nofilia, which was then heavily 
bombed by the R.A.F. Having thus 
reduced air opposition to _ the 
smallest proportions, the R.A.F. 
started large-scale ajtacks on the 
defence system at Mersa Brega, 
where trenches, dug-outs, gun-posts 
and -other vital points were daily 
bombed and machine-gunned. 

In yesterday's dawn-to-dusk fighter 
bomber attacks British and Ameri- 
can aircraft made more than 300 
sorties—a record number for such 
"planes in any theatre of war. 

Fighter pilots of the Ninth U.S. 
Air Force participated in the fighter- 
bomber offensive. Over 100 Toma- 
hawks, loaded with bombs, took off 
to strike at chance targets.

SCHOOL- CHILDREN 
ON HOLIDAY 
RATIONING REGULATIONS 


Within the next few days many 
parehts of children attending board- 
ing schools will experience anxiety 
about obtaining rationed foodstuffs 
for their boys and girls during the 
holiday period. 

To obtain the tea and sugar 
rations it will be necessary that the 
oy or girl should, before leaving 
school, obtain from the Head the 
tea registration page and the un- 
used portion of the sugar registra- 
tion page from his or her ration 
book. These pages then may be 
lodged by the parent with the usual 
retail suppliers to the household for 
the period of the holidays. To 
obtain the butter ration for a child 


in the Dublin and Bray area Page 
F from the ration book may 
similarly be lodged. 


This arrangement, however, applies 
only to boys or girls returning home 
from schools within the State, and 
to whom ration books were issued. 
In the case of a child returnin 
from a school outside the State, on 
to whom a ration book has not been 
issued, application for a tea and 
sugar temporary permit and, where 
necessary, a butter permit should 
be made as early as possible to the 
Department of Supplies, Balls- 
bridge.

NEW. GOVERNMENT.-OF. 
MADAGASCAR 
DE GAULLIST CONTROL 


LONDON, Monday.—A joint state- 
ment from the British Foreign Office 
and the French National Committee 
says :— 

“The negotiations between H.M 
Government and the French National 
Committee on the subject of Mada- 
gascar have resulted in an agree- 
ment, which was signed to-day by 
Mr. Eden and General de Gaulle. 
“By the terms of this agreement 
the provisional military administra- 
tion set up by the British authorities 
will come to an end upon the arrival 
of General Le Gentilhomme in this 
French possession, and the necessary 
provisions are made for the re- 
establishment of the exercise of 
French sovereignty over Madagascar 
and its dependencies under the 
authority of the High Commissioner 
appointed by the French National 
Committee. 

“The High Commissioner will 
proceed as rapidly as possible with 
the reorganisation of the French 
military forces in the territories 
under his authority, in order that 
they may take as large a share as 
possible in their defence, and, if re- 
quired, play their part in operations 
in external theatres of war against 
the common enemy.” 

The agreement states that, for the 
present, the General Officer Com- 
manding British troops in Madagas- 


car will be assigned the duty of 
ensuring the defence of the territory 
against an external attack. ‘All 


questions which cannot be settled on 
the spot will be decided by agree- 
ment between the British Govern- 
ment and the French National Com- 
mittee.—(Press Association.)

The suggestion that, a Ministry of 
Public Health and Social Welfare 
should be set up in Eire received 
support from prominent speakers in 
University College, Dublin, last 
night. It was made by the Auditor 
of the Literary and Historical 
Society, Mr. F. O. Meenan, in a 
paper on ‘‘ Social Planning.” 

General R. Mulcahy proposed that 
the Auditor was worthy of the 
thanks of the Society, oad wid that 
the real thing to concentrate on for 
a better world was the welfare of 
children and family. In Ireland they 
had ‘to concentrate on something 
that would lead all the people. In 
Ireland they had to find a spot 
around which there was no fear of 
division, and they had to find a new 
spirit. If a man were unemployed 
it should be realised that he had to 
be given a sufficiency for himself and 
his family until he could provide for 
them. 

He believed that by facing up to 
the present we in this country could, 
concentrating on problems for the 
future, . give .a —light.. to.. other 
‘peoples and show them how to 
realise their faith in the future. 


SOCIAL REFORM 

Senator Dr. R. J. Rowlette said 
that people of education should give 
their attention to these questions of 
social reform. It would be a mis- 
take to make up their minds on 
machinery for reform at present. 
They had been too much hampered 
in the past by the imitation of what 
was taking place in their near neigh- 
bourhood. Some Continental coun- 
tries were closer in their conditions 
to thuse of Ireland, and a committee 
of experts from such countries, sit- 
ting with others familiar with Irish 
conditions, could work out a scheme 
for this country. This, unfortunately, 
was not possible at present.

MOSCOW, Monday. — Reuter's 
Correspondent here says that the 
position of the Germans between the 
Volga and the Don is deteriorating, 
according to reports from the front. 
German forces on the Abganerovo- 
Kotelnikovo front, with reserves of 
tanks and infantry from the Rostov 
area, have kept up ceaseless counter- 
attacks for the past 72 hours. While 
these attacks are strong, they do not 
appear to have the scope of a major 
counter-offensive. and the Russian 
forces, firmly entrenched, are stub- 
bornly holding their own. In one 
sector German tanks temporarily 
succeeded in driving a wedge into 
the Soviet positions, but failed to 
establish themselves.

Leslie <A. Luke, the company’s 
Public Relations Officer, to the 
Engineering and Scientific Associa- 
tion of Ireland meeting in Dublin 
last night. Scrap material, he said, 
was used as far as possible for 
repairs and making some small parts. 
As an experiment, cylinder sleeves 
had even been made from centri- 
fugally-cast iron water pipes. Con- 
siderable experiments had been 
carried out with producer gas, but 
it had been found here, as in 
Britain, that the Diesel engine was 
unsuitable for conversion. 

Referring to the success of the 
company’s maintenance work, Mr. 
Luke said that in 1937, when the 
company was operating the varia- 
gated petrol-engined fleet taken over 
from the independent operators, 
there was, at times, one breakdown 
for every 134 miles run. To-day, 
thanks to standardisation, good main- 
tenauce and Diesel engines, break- 
downs rarely occurred more frequently 
than twice or thrice in a week.

BOARDING AND HOTELS. 
The 


NHRISTMAS! Cheeriest Hotel in 


Agheila, which stands just between 
a great depression and the sea, at 
the most southern point in the curve 
of the Bay of Sidra. Field-Marshal 
Rommel had retreated to this 
eminently important position, and 
it was not anticipated that he 
would retire any further; fér, 
from the. point of view of modern 
troops, it is the most noticeably 
defensible position in North Africa 
to the west of El Alamein, from 
which he had been driven several 
weeks ago. The whole world 
expected that this would be the 
scene of the next battle of 
real importance. . Field-Marshal 
Rommel is far too sound a general 
to make any attempt to defend an 
indefensible position, and it 
seemed certain that he would 
fall back upon EI Agheila; 
but the universal expectation 
was that he would make a 
final stand there, and would 
retreat no farther. All antici. 
pations have been belied. On 
Sunday morning it was re- 
ported from Axis sources that the 
Allies had launched a strong 
attack against his positions at El 
Agheila, and yesterday morning 
the news arrived from a Cairo 
communiqué that Field-Marshal 
Rommel had retired from his 
positions, and was in rapid retreat 
towards the west. What will 
happen next is unknown. There 
is no other position of anything 
approximating to the strength of 
El Agheila for very many 
miles to the west, and it is 
not expected that the German 
leader will stop until he has 
reached Misurata, in the heart 
of Tripolitania. There is no 
certainty, for that matter, that he 
will stop even there—or that he 
will not stop at a nearer point. 
The one safe deduction from the 
events of recent weeks is that the 
Allies have departed from their 
regular policy of “ sending a boy 
on a man’s errand,’’ and that thev 
have despatched against Marshal 
Rommel a force which is capable 
of keeping him persistently on the 
move. It is conceivable that their 
attack is being delivered from the 
unexpected end. When the assault 
was directed against Western 
North Africa, some weeks ago, a 
proportion of the forces under 
General .Eisenhower’s’ command 
was diverted through the south 
region of Tunisia, apparently, to 
strike Marshal Rommel from 
behind. Those troops have not 
made rapid progress; but it may 
be that the Allied intention was 
not to bring them eastward against 
Marshal Rommel, but rather to 
drive Marshal Rommel westward 
upon them. At all events, if the 
suggestion of Axis commentators 
that Marshal Rommel intends to 
fall back upon Misurata is correct, 
he will find himself not more than 
two hundred miles from the Allied 
troops who were last reported on 
the boundaries of Tunisia, and 
presumably are further east by 
now. If so, there no longer will be 
two campaigns in Africa, but-one 
campaign, and the Axis forces will 
find themselves, for the first time 
in very many months, not the 
attacker, but the attacked. Sooner 
or later, as we imagine, another 
of the world’s great battles will 
be fought on soil which already 
has seen more than one of them— 
the soil of Carthage. 


University Education 


While the reform of primary 
and secondary education after the

When did insects first come to 
Ireland? Dr. Bryan P. Beirne, in a 
lecture on “ The Distribution and 
Origin of the British Lepodoptera,’’ 
held in the Royal Irish Academy, 
Dawson street, yesterday, said that 
most of the insects entered the 
British Isles about 10,000 years ago, 
during two different periods, both 
following the Great Ice Age, when 
most of the fauna was wiped out. 
The sea level was then much lower 
than now, sos that. Ireland and 
England were connected to the con- 
tinent by dry land. 

Dr. D. B. Quinn, in a lecture on 
‘‘Government Printing and the 
Publication of the Irish Statutes in 
the Sixteenth Century,’’ said that it 
was not until 1600 that a competent 
Government printer, John Francton, 
was at work in Dublin. A small 
selection from the Statute Book of 
1572 was printed in London in 1576, 
and the only surviving copy of it is 
in Trinit College Library. When a 
further Parliament was held in 1585, 
its Acts were also printed in London 
in 1586. Two “a of these Acts 
survive, one in Trinity College and 
one in Harvard University.

Trolley ’ Buses 


I was in Belfast for a week-end 
a short time ago—the first visit Í 
had paid that city for almost a 
year. Quite a large number of 
trolley-’buses is now in use, and Í 
am mere convinced than ever that 
they are an ideal city transport 
vehicle. 

They have none of the disadvan- 
tages of trams, they are not as 
smelly as ‘buses, and they are 
quieter than either.
